“NEW YORK, Nov. 20.—An explosion of gas in a deep trench 
in Go 3 street, Brooklyn, in which a number of men were employed, 
toda; cost probably 25 lives and threw that section of the city into 


panic. 


The forcé of the explosion shook down hundreds of tons 


of earth, stone and timber upon men at work at the bottom of 
the trench, 50 feet below the surfaee. 

Those who were not instantly killed were drowned in the great 
-. volume of water which poured in upon them from broken mains 


‘and smothered by escaping gas. 


Some of the buried men also may 


’ have been burned in the fire that followed the explosion. Among 
_ those who lost their lives were one woman and three children who 
were passing through Gold street at the time of the explosion and 
were earried down: when the sidewalks toppled into the trench. 


All the others who lost their lives were 
men employed directly upon the work. 
They included Frederick W. Scheffmey- 
er, a city inspector of sewers, and Sam- 
uel W. Trout, foreman in charge of the 
carpenters and cement workers. Trout 
lost his life in attempting-to save the 
ho was killed. He was caught 
“under falling timbers and roasted to 
- @eath. Many of the others were Italian 
‘workmen, some of whom were known to 
ly by numbers. 


<A remarkable feature of the accident 


‘Was that for men who were working 


in the lower part of the trench and who 


~~ heard the first sound of the crumbled 

timbers saved their lives by crawling 
through a sewer pipe which led towards 
the East River. 


obliged to make their way through wa- 


ter almost up to their necks four blocks 


before they reach a place of safety. 

Fifty tenement houses on the block 
are in such danger of falling into the 
trench that the occupants have been 
ordered out by the police. The most 
intense excitement prevails for blocks 
around the scene of the accident, and 
the streets are filled with wailing wom- 
en and children who have been unable 
to get any word from relatives who 
‘were known to be in the vicinity when 
‘the explosion came. 

The workmen were digging a trench 


‘through Gold street for the installation 


of a 36-inch sewer pipe. The excavation 


‘was to be nearly forty feet deep, and 


as the laborers removed the earth, the 
Walls had been shored up by large 
timbers.

of water began to spurt up through the 
mass of wreckage. Almost side by side 
with these geysers roared the flames 
from the gas escaping from the broken 
main. 

Firemen and workmen from the City 
Water Department and the gas company 
worked desperately together in an ef- 
fort to check the flow of gas and wa- 
ter and to relieve the men who had been 
imprisoned. 
however, that any of those who had 
been at work at the bottom of the 
trench could have escaped death. Their 
bodies are buried under tons of earth. 

The explosion was followed by scenes 
of intense excitement. Every building 
for blocks around had been severely 
shaken. A large Roman Catholie Church 
and a parochial school received nearly 
the full force of the shock. In the im- 
mense crowd which flocked to the scene 
were mothers who feared that their 
little ones in the school building were in | 
danger. 

Rescue Work Slow. 

So great was the mass of broken tim- 
bers and mud in the bottom of the 
trench that four hours after the ex- 
plosion the police and firemen had been 
unable to find.any other than the one 
body which was found in the street. 

It was believed that the bodies of 
nearly 2 workmen and a woman and 
two children were buried in the debris, 
but the work of recovery was delayed 
by the necessity of shoring up the high 
wall of the trench before an attempt 
was made to clear away the wreckage. 
Timbers were hauled to the scene and 
the flow of water and gas was shut 
off. 

An employe of he gas company who 
was sent to turn off the gas was ar- 
rested and charged with homicide, al- 
though it was not known that he had 
anything to do with the accident. Five 
Italians who had been lingering about 


the scene before the explosion also were 
taken into custody on suspicion.

Social Register for 1908 Bears 
Startling Evidence of 
Race Suicide. 


McLURE FAMILY BIGGEST

Three thousand six hundred and forty 
adult members of St. Louis society 
have exactly 277 children, the term 
“children” including girls up to 17 years 
of age and boys up to 20. 

This is the showing of the 1909 So- 
cial Register of St. Louis, which made 
its appearance Friday. 

The Social Register, which is pub- 
lished in New York for all the princi- 
pal cities of the United States, contains 
an accurate record of the membership 
of the families of st. Louis society. 
Those under the ages stated are classi- 
fied as ‘“‘juniors,” the list including the 
younger members of the families, from 
infants in arms to Harvard, Princeton 
and Vassar students. 

Two Childrem Is Average. 

The record further shows that the 
average Society family which has chil- 
dren at all—and on page after page 
of the book not a child’s name appéars—+ 
has two children. The double entries 
under the caption of “junior’’ are more 
numerous than the single ones. Those 
with three are comparatively few, anJ 
only @ scant half dozen families ex- 
ceed three children, 

The preface of the Register announces 
that the ‘juniors’ are from 12 to 
20 years.of age; but examination of the 


list reveals the names of infants and of' 


children much under 12 years in such 
numbers as to indicate that the list con- 
tains nearly all the children of every 
age. The name of ‘Junior’ Lambert, 
who is 8 years old, is one of those indi- 
cating the character of the list. 

The largest entry under the head of 
“juniors” is for Mr. and Mrs. Charles 
'D. McLure of 3671 Lindell boulevard. 
The record shows five children at their 
home—Marianne, Clara, Park, Edgar 
and William McLure. 

Four “‘juniors’’ each are recorded for 
the families of Samuel Gordon, 4044 


Westminster place; Dr. William A. Mc- 
Candless, 6066 Westminster place; Chas. 
WwW. Nugent, 3 Kingsbury place, Mr. 
and Mrs. Theodore Benoist, 4632 Ber- 
lin avenue; and Mr. and Mrs. Percy 
Werner, 5505 Cates avenue. 


Proportion Larger in City. 

The proportion of adults to children 
shown by the new Register is more than 
13 to 1, or one child in every 14. The 
compilers of the City Directory, who 
collect only the names of adults, figure 
that their list contains two-fifths of the 
inhabitants of the city. 

This would indicate that the ordinary 
ratio of minors to adults is three to 
two, but allowance must be made for 
the fact that the names of married 
women do not ordinarily appear in the 
City Directory. Making full allowance 
for this, the proportion of children to 
adults would remain not less than two 
to three, or two in every five. 

Dividing two-fifth, the ratio at large, 
by one-fourteenth, the society ratio, it 
appears that children are mere than 
five times as scarce in Society—the 
Society recognized by the Social Regis- 
ter—as in the city at large, including 
Society. 

Slump in Weddings. 

Comparative table s show that there 
have been 98 weddings in St. Louis so- 
clety during the last year, while there 
were 131 the year before. The deaths 
are 59, as compared with 55 in the pre- 
vious year.

The Rey. Napthali Luccock Addressing: Metho- 
dist Conferences, Scores Such Quarters as 
Enabling Wives to.Escape Home Cares. 





The Rev. Dr. Naphthali Luccock, pas- 
tor of the Union Methodist Episcopal 
Church, stigmatized the modern apart- 
ment house as a “merry-go-round of 
luxury and selfishness,’’ in a short ad- 
dress before tlhe Methodist Federation 
for Social Service at its session in St. 
John’s Methodist Church, King’s high- 
way and Washington boulevard, Thurs- 
day afternoon. 

His words woke to a pitch of excited 
interest what was otherwise a rather 
somnolent gathering. When he suggest- 
ed that the stork could get no foothold 
on the glazed tiled roofs of the ex- 
pensive apartment houses of St, Louis 
there was a decided rustling of silken 
skirts and tip-tilting of delicate noses. 

“There are two great menaces to the 
home life in the cities, the tenement 
house, at one end of the social scale 
and the apartment house at the other 
end. The latter I regard as the abom- 
ination of desolation,’’ said"Dr. Luccock. 

Care Evaded in Apartments, 

“What I mean,” continued Dr. Luc- 
cock, elaborating his thought, “is there 
cannot be much sanctity 'of the home in 
a squalid tenement where several fami- 
lies live in one or ¢wo rooms, where 
there is no personal privacy and where 
children are compelled to see and hear 
things not fit for their tender years. 

“At the other end of the social gamut 
the apartment house presents a dan- 
ger of another sort. The apartment 
house is the retreat from ‘marital re- 
sponsibility for rich people who can 
there live luxuriously without assuming 
the burden of maintaining a real home. 

Apartments a Merry-Go-Round. 

“The apartment house is a merry-g0- 
round,/and while I do not care to dis- 
cuss that phase of life, race suicide is 

far away. The stork finds little 
room for a foothold on its glazed tile 
roof. 
_ “The luxury of living in an apartment 
house has its worst effect on women. 
There is too little of real responsibility, 
and too much of dallying. Many people 
may accomplish the purposes of their 
lives in apartment houses, but the at-

Dangerous to Ideals. 

“Life in an apartment house is essen- 
tially selfish and often resorted to by 
people who are too infernally selfish to 
maintain a real home in which to lead a 
Christian life and establish the best citi- 
zenship and the highest ideals. The best 
things in life come out of the real home 
and that is not to be found in the apart- 
ment house.”’ 

He also paid his respects to Young 
Love, and dealt the rosy god a severe 
body blow when he suggested that Cu- 
pid should assume the role of the spec- 
tacled and slippered judge, and delib- 
erate, rather than that of the impetuous 
archer, rushing frantically about shoot- 
ing his arrows indiscriminately. He 
decried “love at sight’’ as a thing of 
folly, and was regarded with looks of 
shocked interest by the younger women 
in the hall when he cast this verbal 
bombshell among them: 

“Men and women have no right to 
fall in love.’’ 

The speaker paused for an effective 
moment in his discussion of the preser- 
vation of the home and family, and then 
continued: “They should walk into it 
deliberately.”

Then she 
hit me in the eye.”’

FOR ST, LOUIS SHOE COMPANY 


Declares Hamilton-Brown’s Brand 
is Violation Unless Shoe Shows 
Its Maker. 


That the Hamilton-Brown Shoe Co.'s 
brand, “‘American Lady,’’ would be in 
itself a violation of the copyright of 
the Wolf Bros. of Cincinnati, who had 
a shoe called ‘““‘The American Girl’’ on 
the market first is the decision of the 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals, 
reversing the judgment of*the United 
States Circuit Court. The opinion con- 
tains a proviso, however, that if the 
name is accompanied by wording that 
makes it plain that the shoe was made 
by the Hamiiton-Brown company, there 
is no violation of copyright.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Nov. 20.—Beaten 
in a commercial struggle with a band of 
poor K:ntucky farmers, the American 
Tobacco Co., known as the Tobacco 
Trust, has bought the 1906 and the 1907 
tobacco crops held in pool by the Bur- 
ley Tobacco Society. 

The price agreed on averages 20% 
cents -a peuna for the 1906 crop and 17 
cents for the 1907 crop. Before the to- 
bacco farmers of 56 counues in Cen- 
tral Kentucky formed the Burley To- 
bacco Society five years ago and pooled 
their tobacco, the trust paid them only 
eight cents a p und for tobacco. 
* The tobacco sold amounts to 80,000,000 
pounds and the price paid, $14,000,000, 
will be immediately in the hands of the 
farmers, thus restoring prosperity to 
a district long jn poverty while the 
fight has been on. 

Ead of Night Riders. 
farmers’ society has had the aid 
of the Night Riders, who have attacked 
farmers who attempted to f&ct inde- 
pendently of the society. The deal put 
threugh will, it is. believed, end the 
night riding in Central Kentucky be- 
cause next year all the farmers wil! 
probably raise crops. 

During the past year the society mem- 
bers have not raised tobacco, using 
the shortage thus created as a means 
of fighting the trust. The Night Riders’ 
chief attacks were on farmers who 
broke away and put in crops. 

The sale has nothing to do with the 
tobacco raised in Western Kentucky 
and Northern Tennessee, which are not 
in the “burley’’ tobacco district.

Dr. Lloyd, Who Held Inquest 
While Drinking, Loses 
Chief Deputyship. 





Dr, Jules Baron, Coroner, has dropped 
Dr. Henry Lioyd as his chief deputy. 
Dr. Lioyd was not reappointed, ac- 
cording to Dr. Baron, on account of his 
conduct at the inquest into the death of 
Reece Bell several months ago. 
Bell was shot and killed by Dr. Engel- 
bert Voerster Jr., and while the case 
was still an unsolved mystery, Dr. Lioyd 
attempted to hold the inquest while he 
was incapacitated from excessive drink- 
ing. 
The retention of Dr. Lloyd, after this 
incident, came near defeating Coroner 
Baron for re-election. 
He pulled through with a bare 2500 
plurality over Dr. Charles W. Parker, 
while Shcriff Nolte was re-elected by a 
majority of neary 28,000. 
“I have not selected a deputy to suc- 
ceed Dr. Lloyd,” said Coroner Baron. 
“Aside from Dr. Lioyd’s one weakness, 
he rendered good service. -It was on ac- 
count of the incident at the Reece Bell 
inquest that he was not reappointed.” 
Assistants Are Renppointed. 

Dr. Baron filed with the City Reg- 
ister the following ‘names of. persons 
who have been reappointed to serve un- 
der the new term, which has already 
begun: 

Henry W. Fath, deputy; A. E. Koeln, 
clerk; Alfred E. Mathey, chief stenog- 
rapher;: Pauline A. Dunnavant, assist- 
ant stenographer; Lucille A. Reichman, 
assistant stenographer; H. D. Prevost, 
superintendent of the Morgue: John H.

Councilman Describes His 


Thrilling Experiences. in 
Georgia Mountains. 


Moonshiners, alarmed by the appear- 
ance of the balloon in the heavens and 
suspecting it to be some new device 
adopted by the Government to catch 
illicit * distillers, formed a menacing 
crowd around Albert Bond Lambert and 
Cot. H. E. Honeywell when the St. 
Louisans in the Yankee alighted in a 
cotton patch on.the mountain side near 
Tiger, Ga., at 7 a. m. Thursday. 

A vivid description of the flight and 
landing was given by Mr. Lambert at 
the Piedmont Hotel in Atlanta. 

The St. Louisans were placed under 
guard of a band of mountaineers, who 
silently escorted the aeronauts into 
Tiger. 

It was learned afterward that the ad- 
vent of the balloon in the early morn- 
ing sky had been the cause of wiae- 
spread terror among the ignorant moon- 
shiners and feudists, who infest the 
wild, rough country of Rabun County, 
in which Tiger is located. 

The superstitious people scurried to 
their log church ‘by the dozen and an 
impromptu prayer meeting was or- 
ganized. Fervent appeals to Heaven 
for protection from the mysterious vis- 
hitant were offered. 

Saved by Preacher From Harm. 

It was a preacher, however, who 
saved the St. Louisans from possible 
harm. Better educated than his flock, 
he knew what a balloon was an¢ fre- 
assured the mountaineers. They feared, 
though, that even the pastor might ve 
mistaken and did not relax their vigil- 
ance until the twe men who dropped 
out of the sky. to~2ther\svith their mys- 
terious craft. had, been taken to Tiger. 

Mr Lambert and Capt. Honeywell left 
Atlanta Friday morning and are expect- 
ed to arrive in St. Louis some time Fri- 
day night or Saturday morning. They 
were in fine spirits and perfectly well. 

In Atlanta they attracted much atten- 
tion and were kept busy describing their 
Spectacular flight. 

Mr. Lambert’s own description of the 
voyage to and landing in the Georgia 
mountains, embodied in a dispatch form 
Atlanta, follows: 

‘There was just one .clear spot in 
those George mountains, and we land- 
‘ed the Yankee in the middle of that 
cleared field. 

“We landed right in a nest of moon- 
shiners, who thought we were revenue 
men, Honeywell kept the “balloon in- 
flated and exhibited it to them to prove 
who we were, but a guard escorted us 
unfil we were clear out of the moun- 
tains. 


Dropped Down for Supper. 
“From the gas plant at St. Louis we 


went up 2600 feet, but found no air cur- 
rents, We floated over Illinois and In- 
diana and descended at Boyd, Ill., for 
supper, remained 45 minutes and went 
up again. It was very dark and cold, 
for we ascended 8000 feet. We used 
the North Star as guide. Most of our 
travel at night was at the rate of 
40 miles an hour, We couldn’t see the

the interior; that all social clubs which 
sell drinks be made amenable to the 
dramshop laws and that the sale of 
liquors, whether by saloons or clubs, 
within 1000 feet of a church, school, 
mission or eleemosynary institution be 
prohibited.

Excise Commissioner Mulvihill yester- 


day dismissed the case of John Stein- 
meyer, saloon keeper at Twelfth and 
Pine streets, accused of conducting a 
disorderly place in which Mulvihill was 
the prosecuting witness, judge and jury. 
He saw Steinmeyer kneck down two 
men who were tryin~ to enter the sa- 
loon. Steinmeyer said the men created 
a disturbance and he had ejected them 
three times before reserting to extreme 
measures. 


SOCIAL SETTLEMENT WORK 
CRITICIZED BY MRS, TUCKER 


She Says Aim Should Be to Increase 
Love for Homes by Bet- 
tering Them. 


The young women of the poorer city 
neighborhoods are as restless and blase 
as the daughters of wealthy and fash- 
ion-loving families, according to Mrs. 
A. A. Tucker, who addressed a com- 
pany of social Settlement workers at 
the new Church of the Messiah Thurs- 
day afternoon. She found in this con- 
dition a reason for believing that the 
work of social settlements had not been 
wholly Successful. 

“In so far as social settlements teach 
girls to prefer the settlement house 
to their homes, they do positive harm,”’ 
said Mrs. Tucker. “The aim should be 
to make girls fond of their homes and 
desirous of improving them.”’ 

Mrs. W. W. Knefler, the next speaker, 
emphasized the need of teaching work- 
ing women their rights and the value 
of their work. She said that every 
family, native or foreign born, should 
insist on the right to a clean and 
healthful American home. 

“T have seen families living in houses 
in St. Louis which the Humane Society 
would not allow dogs to be housed in,”’ 
she said. “One house I have seen on 
Seventh street has a single yard hy- 
drant used by 12 families.’’

CARRIED NO _ LIGHTS 





Were Returning From Road- 
house When Machine ~

CHICAGO, Nov. 2.—A man and 
woman were drowned and their five 
companions, three women and two men, 
narrowly escaped a like fate when an 
automobile said to be owfted by Con- 
gressman Martin B. Madden plunged 
from the road and jumped over the em- 
bankment into the Calumet River at 
122d street early thts morning. 

Joseph Meyer, 22 years old, Mr. Mad- 
den’s chauffeur, and Margaret Atkins, 
26 years old, were killed. Meyer’s body 
has been recovered. 

In its leap into the water the ma- 
chine struck a scow moored close to 
the bank. Three of the women and 


itwo of the men_ fell out of the ton- 


neau to the flatboar. The auto then 
turned a somersault into the stream, 
carrying with it the man at the wheel 
and the woman. They were unable to 
jump from the car. 

The men and women who were thrown 
on the scow were hurt, but none is 
believed to have suffered serious in- 
juries. 

The occupanté of the machine, accord- 
ing to the police, had been out to a 
roadhouse in South Chicago and were 
returning to the oity, when the accident 
occurred. 

The automobile’s plunge was witnessed 
by Harry Nelson, employed by the 
Great Lakes Dock and Dredging Co., 
and Harry Berg, 2 laborer, who was on 
his way to work. 2 

Runs to Police Station. 

Nelson went to the assistance of those 
who were thrown on the scow, and 
Berg, who had been walking along the 
road, ran a mile to a street car. He 
told the motorman of the accident and a 
fast run to ‘South Chicago was made. 
Leaving the car, Berg again took up 
his race against time and was hardly 
able to speak as. he stumbled into the 


dent. 

Patrol wagons from the East Side and 
the South Chicago Avenue stations were 
hurriedly hitched and a record-breaking 
gallop to the scene of the accident was 
made, 

When the police reached the scene 
those who had been thrown from the 
diving automobile were placed in the 
wagons. The wrecked machine was 
bauled from the river and then a search 
for the bodies with grappling hooks was 
begun. After an hour’s work the body 
of Meyer was dragged from the river. 
The body of the Atkins woman has not 
been recovered. 

The auto was traveling at a high rate 
of speed, according to witnesses. No 
lights were burning. 


Near the bridge the automobile 
struck an obstruction in the road and 
leaped into the river. The chauffeur 
strugéied to contro] it, but was unable 
to do so, and, with a shout for help, 
plunged to his death.

Government Wants the,Smaii 
Companies Included.

- WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—Attorney- 
General Bonaparte and the members of 
his trust-busting staff consider the de- 
cision of the Circuit Court in the Tebac- 
co Trust case the most important judi- 
clal pronouncement on the trust question 
since the Supreme Court put the brand 
of illegality on the Northern Securities 
Co. 

In the opinion of J. C. McReynolds, the 
special counsel of the Government in 
the tobacco case, this decision “means 
that the Government will be able to 
control industrial combinations more ef- 
fectively than it regulates railroad rates, 
because, if the Supreme Court affirms 
the action of the court in New York, 
the burden of proof hereafter will be 
upon the trusts instead of upon the Gay 
ernment. 

“The Tobacco Trust case differs from 
all others,” says Mr. McReynolds. ‘The 
decree has not been written yet, but 
when it is ,the combination will not be 
able to ship a pound of tobacco from one 
State to another until after it has 
shown the Court that it is obeying the 
law. The injunction will put the com- 
bination absolutely out of business. 

‘“‘Heretofore the orders against combi- 
nations have been vague and uncertain, 
the burden in all cases being upon the 
Government to show that the Trust 
had violated the order of the Court. In 
the Tobacco case the combination must 
satisfy the Court that it has quit its 
illegal practices and is conforming to 


the law and will continue in that way be- 


fore the injunction is lifted.’’ 

Both sides are preparing an appeal to 
the Supreme Court, and Mr. McRey 
expects to have the case heard befo 
the end of the present term.

STORY OF DICKENS’ HEROINE 
N Dickens’ novel, ‘Bleak 
House,” “Esther Summerson” 
did not know who her mother 

was. In a chance meeting in 4 
castle park: she learned from the 
lips of Lady Dedlock herself that 
the noblewoman was her mother 
and that she (the child) had been 
born out of wedlock. 

‘Esther was ignorant of the iden- 

tity of her mother just as are two 

women in St. Louis who are search- 
for their mothers at this time in 
real life. 

Here is the account of the meet- 
ing, taken from the novel, in the 
words « Esther: 

‘T looked at her; but I eould not 
see her, I could not hear her, I 
could not draw my breath. The 
beating of my heart was so violent 
and wild that I felt as if 
my life were breaking from 
me. But when she caught me 
to her breast, kissed me, wept 
over me, compassionated me, and 
called me back to myself; when 
she fell down on her knees .and 
cried to me, ‘O, my child, my child, 
I am your wicked and unhappy 
mother!
